Ft. Simpson India Difficulties. 
„Wo had hoped, fromthe thousand "and 
oné rumors, that have reached this place 
since our Jast publication, concerning dep- 
redations and massacres of the Ft. Simp- 
son Indians on the property and persons of 
the white settlements along the Sound and 
Straits, that we woald be enabled to trace 
some one’ to a reliable source, in order that 
in the present issue of the paper we might 
be enabled to give some satisfactory aoc 
count of the reported Indian outrages, 
Tn thie expéctation, however, we have 
“been measurably disappointed ; aud as yet, 
have no definite information as to the names 


’ 


i ——of-persona—reported to have been murder- 


ed, or the oxtent of depredations commit- 
ted by those Indians. 

All the rumors that have reached here, 
however, secm to concur and confirm cach 
other, that there have been from three to 
five persons killed in the neighborhood of 
Bellingham Bay and Whidby’s Island; 
that hostile demonstrations were made 
against some of the houses in the neighbor- 
hood of the Bay, and that some of the set- 
tlera thera had apphed to, and received 
from the citizens of the Istand, arms and 
amunition for defence in case of further 
assault. ` 

A whale boat arrived here on Thursday 
eventhg Iast—four days from Clalm Bay, 
formerly Port Discovery, situated between 
Port Townsend and New Dungenness— 
and we learn from the young man having 
it in charge, that he seen nothing during 
his passage up, to lead him ta suppose that 
there were any considerable number of 
northern canoes or Indians, anywhere on 
the Sound. He touched at no other port 
but Storlacoom on his way ap, and reports 
the existence of considerable alarm amongst 
the inhabitants in the yicymty of Porti 
Townsend, New Dungenness, &c, i 

We know not what may be the utlimate} 
dotermination of the Fort Simpson India 
10 the further prosecution of outrages upon 
our settlements, and it therefore behooves 
the pcople of the territory, especially along 
the Sound, to be prepared to give them a 
proper réception; but-we do believo, that 
most of the “ raw head aud bloody bones ” 
reports that have been circulating so freely 
here of late, have had their ongin m the 
imaginations of the natives of tho Sound, 

- who, it is well known, would dread a collis- 
sion with their northern neighbors 


Sécretary C. H Muasox, acting govern- 
or, and superintendent of Indian afm 
left this place on Saturday last, mmediate- 
ly on the reception of intelligence of Tundi- 
an difficulties on tho Sound—intending to 
proceed to Ft Steilacoom, and engage the 
services of the mhtary at that station—pro- 
core arms, amunition, provisions, &c, and 
repair at once to the places where massa- 
eres were said to have been committed — 
We have no information from Secretary M 
since leaving Ft, Steilacoom. 


Col. I. N. Eser, collector of customs 
for the district of Paget Sound, left this 
place, on business connected with his office, 
on Monday last, on board. the sloop “ Sa- 
rah Stone,” having on board an excellent 
btass six pounder, and other arms, with 
which it was intended, if necessary, to co- 
operate with the military and citizens in case 
of ‘any further attack by'the Indians — 
Fhe whale bont, above referred to, mot the 
“Marah Stone” abreast of Vashon’s Island 
on Wednesday. 


Tho rumor which faised considerable ex- 
citenient heros few days since, thut Chief 
Justico Taper, aiid A: Benton Moszs, 
surveyor of the port of Nisqually, had fall- 
en into the hands of the northorn red skins, 
ín the vicinity of Vancouvers Island, and 
had been rourdered by them, happily proves 
to bo unfoundnd. Both these gentlemen, 
atthe last accounts, were on Vancouver's 
Teland, as also, Capt, Wenner, United 
States’ Inspector for San Juan Island—not 
there a prisoner of Gov. Dougtass, or the 
Hudson Bdy Company, about which, lost 
week, tiero was somo uncerainty ;—but 
merely there-—on a visi. ,
